III Claims 27-62 are drawn to a method for presenting a user interfaces on a multimedia 
presentation system, classified in class 725 and subclass 37. 

IV Claims 63 is drawn to a multimedia system which is configured to communicate to at 
least multimedia server, classified in class 725 and subclass 153. 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions are 
distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the method of group 
II does not necessarily have to be in the centralized multimedia server of group I in order to 
facilitate reception of multimedia programs. 

Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions are 
distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the method of group

III does not necessarily have to be in the centralized multimedia server of group I in order to 
facilitate reception of multimedia programs. 

Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the multimedia presentation system does not require the particulars of the 
method of claim I to be frilly operational. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
graphical depiction of relative time of that one or more bookmarked multimedia programs were 
bookmarked.

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the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different 
design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are 
mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 
806.050). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed providing at a point during a presentation 
of a multimedia program does not necessarily have the steps only of invention II. Furthermore, 
the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of 
record to show them to be obvious variants.
